The chairman of Cowbridge Chamber of Trade, 
Alun John, confirmed this to The GEM and said:

ing a range of events in Cowbridge and members 
can’t keep paying for them all.” 

He explained that the chamber could only find 
more money if its membership was increasing, and 
this was not the case. In addition, safety measures 
necessary to make the day a success were costing 
more each year. 

He said that the chamber would have to commit 
to hiring the reindeer in the near future, and a spon¬ 
sor would be needed. 

Mr John went on: “It was hugely successful last 
year, and we estimated the number of spectators at 
between 20,000 and 25,000. 

“We have always seen it as an event that is good 
for the vibrancy of the town. It is our way of giving 
something back.” 

Although some businesses will gain, especially if 
the weather is good and people stay in the town, he 
said that many others did not. 

Indeed, if the parade falls on a cold or wet day, 
visitors leave soon after seeing the reindeer, so hard¬ 
ly any businesses see any benefit. 

Mr John added: “I know that the Rotary Club and 
the Lions collect for charity on the day, and the 
numbers of visitors the event brings in must make it 
a good day for their charities.” 

Natalie Isaac, a chamber of trade member, who 
runs the Quarter Penny Cafe, said that if the cham¬ 
ber did not book the reindeer for this year, it might 
then be difficult to get them back the following year. 

Alun John said: “The reindeer parade has been a 
popular event, and it has raised the profile of the 
town. 

“The chamber hopes that we can find a sponsor 
who will ensure it continues to do so.”

Mystery of a 
wartime mine 


M any years

This describes three 
German sea mines 
dropped on Barry Docks 
in July 1941, killing the 
first mate on board the 
SS Highwood. 

Of the three mines, 
one exploded on the 
quay wall of the dry 
docks; the second 
exploded near the basin 
dock north gate - but the 
third was lost in thick 
mud near Rank’s Flour 
Hill and No.2 Dock.

Lord Haw-Haw was wrong 
about everything 

...EXCEPT TOWN 
HALL CLOCK! 


ONE of the most 
infamous collabo¬ 
rators in the histo¬ 
ry of war was 
William Joyce, an 
Irish-American 
fascist, who was 
best known as the 
propaganda¬ 
spouting Lord 
Haw-Haw during 
World War Two. 

As GEM reader 
Christopher Short 
explains, although 
William Joyce was 
wrong about a lot of 
things, he wasn’t wrong 
about Barry’s town hall 
clock! 

“It is a curious fact 
that in the late 1930s, 
Barry had one famous 
resident, indeed an infa¬ 
mous resident, one 
William Joyce - called 
‘Lord Haw-Haw’. 

“A committed fascist, 
his call sign from Berlin 
was ‘Germany calling, 
Germany calling’ except 
that he pronounced it 
‘Jermainy’ in a plummy 
mock upper-class 
cadence. 

“You may ask what 
his connection to Barry 
was? Well, he lived in 
Newlands Street and in 
one of his Berlin radio 
broadcasts, referred to 
Barry Town Hall clock 
and remarked that one 
face was two minutes 
slower than the other; 
he was right. 

“But why had he 
been in Barry? A 
Cambridge graduate 
working for a local 
coach company? I have 
spent years trying to 
find out. 

“My conclusions are 
that he, as a committed 
and prominent Black 
Shirt fascist and a fol¬ 
lower of Oswald 
Mosley, was here to 
service the strong Black 
Shirt group in the Vale 
or to help establish the 
Abwehr (German) spy 
ring which was to report 
from south Wales, with 
an important agent 
based here in Barry.

GETTING BACK TO BASICS 


YOU never forget how to ride 
a bicycle, they say - sport par¬ 
ticipants achieve excellence by 
constant practice and work¬ 
ing to improve. 

If you use a computer, you will 
have benefited from the rapid 
improvement in the machines and 
software. 

The benign purpose of design¬ 
ers is to make life easier for the 
user. There is no doubt that they 
have succeeded in doing that, but 
the benefit comes at a cost. Users 
are now far less familiar with the 
basics. 

Not the youngsters who have 
been taught computer technology 
as part of their education, but 
those who came to computing as 
adults and needed to acquire new 
skills to use a computer to advan¬ 
tage. 

The arrival of Windows with 
its Mouse and Icons opened the 
door of computing to the world at 
large and has continued with the 
advances of digital photography, 
emails and so on. 


It is now possible to do so 
much without having any idea of 
what is going on inside the 
machine. You don’t need the abil¬ 
ity to build a car to drive one, but 
if it goes wrong - you’re stuck. 

Generally, the more you know 
about the basics, the better off you 
are if something does go wrong. It 
might even be as basic as being 
able to explain what happened. It 
could be that the understanding 
makes you aware of what could 
go wrong and avoid the problem 
in the first place. 

(As I never tire of pointing 
out: the only people who never 
back up their files are those who 
haven’t lost any, yet!) 

With ah that in mind, last year 
we introduced some short ses¬ 
sions before the main topic of a 
meeting. Short sessions enable us 
to review some of the basics; to 
help people understand more 
when something goes wrong. 

I was reminded recently of a 
very basic point - the file exten¬ 
sion. All files have a name in the 


form of filename (dot) file exten¬ 
sion. The file name can be any¬ 
thing you choose. The file exten¬ 
sion, on the other hand, is sup¬ 
plied by the programme used to 
create the file. 

The benefit to you is that if you 
click on the file to open it, your 
computer will read the extension; 
know which programme to load 
and open the file for you. 

If you cannot see the file exten¬ 
sion, open any folder; click on 
Tools > Folder options > View, 
then untick the box that says 
‘Hide extensions for known file 
types’ and click Apply. You will 
then be able to see extensions: 
(Edoc, for document files; CExls, 
for spreadsheet ffles; CEtxt, for 
text files and so on. 

Two files could have the same 
name, but the extensions will 
clarify the difference. Basics are 
useful: every little bit helps your 
understanding.

Senedd, which houses 
the National Assembly 
and was opened by 
Queen Elizabeth on 
March 1, 2006. 

Next door is the 
attractive terracotta pier¬ 
head Building erected in 
1897 and designed by 
William Frame, whose 
mentor was William 
Burgess who refurbished 
Castell Coch. 

It became the admin¬ 
istrative office for the 
Port of Cardiff and the 
exterior features carved 
friezes, gargoyles and 
hexagonal chimneys. 

Standing above Roald 
Dahl Plass, which was 
previously the oval basin 
of the dock, the bowl- 
like shape of the plaza 
has made it a popular 
place for outdoor con¬ 
certs and leaning on the 
railings the sun was sur¬ 
prisingly warm for the 
beginning of January. 

Making their way 
towards the Wales 
Millennium Centre, they 
admired the exterior 
formed of multi¬ 
coloured slate, collected 
from Welsh slate quar¬ 
ries. The bronze 
coloured dome and the 
inscriptions in calligra¬ 
phy on the front of the 
building in both Welsh 
and English make this a 
striking building. 

Rejoining the group, 
they made their return 
towards the Barrage, 
when views were sud¬ 
denly obliterated as they 
were hit by a ferocious 
wind that almost lifted 
them off their feet and 
heavy rain fell.

STRANGWARD. 
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MAN ‘LOST fflS 
RAG’ AFTER 
WIFE’S AFFAIR 


A LOCAL authority man¬ 
ager “completely lost his 
rag” when he discovered 
that his wife of 26 years 
was having an affair. 

Phillip Thomas, 51, went to 
the Maesteg home of Adam 
El ward-Jones and repeatedly 
pummelled him to the face, 
causing him to end up “like a 
rag doll”. 

Mr Elward-Jones, 48, suf¬ 
fered a broken cheekbone and 
nose, and subsequently lost 
three stone and also suffers 
depression. 

Thomas, of Litchard Park, 
Bridgend, a man with no previ¬ 
ous convictions, admitted a 
charge of inflicting grievous 
bodily harm. 

He was jailed for 10 months, 
the sentence suspended for a 
year, and ordered to carry out 
200 hours unpaid work and to 
pay his victim £1,000 compen¬ 
sation and prosecution costs of 
£350. 

Judge Patrick Curran said: 
“The attack was in the presence 
of the victim’s wife, and he was 
pummelled repeatedly.” 

Prosecutor John Warren said 
the attack occurred on 
September 7 at the Morris 
Street home of Mr Elward- 
Jones. 

The court was told that Mr 
Elward-Jones was having an 
affair with the defendant’s wife 
and they were planning to leave 
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their respective partners. 

The victim received a text 
message from Mrs Thomas, 
saying her husband was on the 
way to see him. 

Thomas then telephoned, 
saying: “I’m going to smash 
your face in. I’m going to tell 
your wife.” 

Mr Elward-Jones told his 
wife what had been happening. 

Thomas arrived by car, was 
allowed into the house, and 
said: “Are you the weasel who 
has been seeing my wife?” 

He was described as “going 
mad” and launched himself at 
the other man, punching him to 
the head with both fists. 

His legs gave way, said Mr 
Warren, and he slumped onto a 
sofa, where he was described as 
looking like a “rag doll”. 

“Mrs Elward-Jones inter¬ 
vened and threw herself on her 
husband to protect him,” said 
Mr Warren. 

Thomas left, saying: “You 
had better not phone the police, 
you piece of....” 

There was a pool of blood on 
the floor and blood on the walls, 
furniture and fireplace. 

Mr Elward-Jones was taken 
to hospital, where he was found 
to have a broken cheekbone and 
nose. He has persistent numb¬ 
ness which could take 18 
months to resolve itself. 


Thomas told the police his 
wife admitted the affair and 
that he had gone to the house to 
confront Mr Elward-Jones, 
who is no longer in the relation¬ 
ship with Mrs Thomas, and is 
attempting a reconciliation with 
his wife. 

He also told the police: “I’ll 
do the same thing again tomor¬ 
row.” 

Mr Warren said:“The vic¬ 
tim’s work and social life has 
been affected, as has his vision, 
and there was leaking from the 
cerebral sac.” 

Thomas’ counsel Hugh 
Wallace said: “The victim’s 
wife invited the defendant into 
the house and the defendant 
was accused by him of using 
violence to his own wife, which 
probably caused him to lose his 
temper. 

“He completely lost his rag, 
but there is genuine remorse 
and sorrow. The provocation 
was extreme. 

“The attack was an isolated 
incident and there is no reason 
to send this man into custody. 
The couple are working to get 
back together. 

“To a large extent, the com¬ 
plainant brought the matter 
upon himself.” 

The judge pointed out that 
from testimonials, it was clear 
that Thomas was a man of posi¬ 
tively good character. 


Backing the private 
sector may add 3,000 
jobs in three years 


THE Welsh 
Government is tak¬ 
ing action to sup¬ 
port growth and 
jobs with the levers 
and finance we 
have at our dispos¬ 
al.

opportunities for young 
people in the private, 
public and voluntary 
sectors for a six-month 
period. There is also 
capital funding for com¬ 
panies under the 
Economic Growth fund 
announced by Edwina 
Hart, the Business 
Minister, last 
November. 

This is all good news 
as we work to support 
jobs and growth and 
boost economic 
prospects for business 
in Wales. 

We can also look at 
the construction jobs 
that will be created as

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Mild spell sees the bees 
buzzing into spring 


A new year has 
begun, but as far as 
the bees are con¬ 
cerned the old one 
never ended; 
although we have 
experienced some 
stormy conditions, on 
the whole it has been 
very mild, and the 
bees have been active 
- thanks to these pre¬ 
vailing conditions. 

This does, of course, 
mean that they will 
have been consuming 
stores regularly to sup¬ 
port their activity. All 
beekeepers should be 
assessing the needs of 
each colony, and feed¬ 
ing where required. 

In my case, this will 
mean placing strips of 
the ready rolled icing- 
sugar that can be 


sourced from supermar¬ 
kets on top of the 
frames that are immedi¬ 
ately beneath the crown 
board. 

It is probably too 
much to ask of them to 
take down sugar-syrup 
just yet, as it will have 
to be processed by the 
bees and, of course, 
should they decide to 
store it, wax-makers are 
required and they may 
not be there yet. 

So if you decide to 
feed your bees, use the 
icing sugar or make up 
some bee-candy 
(recipes are in your bee- 
books). 

More bees will be 
lost due to starvation 
than to disease or bad 
weather. Already the 
Pussy Willow is produc¬ 
ing catkins. This is an 


early source of pollen 
for the bees and they 
will seek out pollen as 
part of their spring 
activity. 

'The Times They Are 
’a ChangingV or so the 
song says, and for us 
beekeepers it is certain¬ 
ly true; if the mild con¬ 
ditions persist, we must 
anticipate an early start 
to our beekeeping year 
and have equipment 
ready to supply the 
needs of each colony. 

I have been putting 
the trays under some 
hives to give me an 
indication as to the mite 
numbers in them; in this 
way the decision to treat 
or not to treat for Varroa 
can be made. 

All beekeepers 
should have a board or 
tray under the mesh 
floor, so that the debris 
dropping through can be 
examined for mites 
throughout the season - 
believe me, you will 
have mites - everyone 
has them. 

A sample that I had 
from one hive did not 
look to have many 
mites visible to the 
naked eye; however, 
when examined with a 
large magnifier the 
count was 450. 

Admittedly, I do have 
a large magnifier with a 
built-in light and it 
makes the task of count¬ 
ing much simpler. 


Should you get 
around to checking for 
mites, especially after 
an application of 
Apiguard or such, do 
not be surprised to end 
up counting into the 
thousands. 

Lots of bees equate 
to lots of mites, as their 
breeding cycle is right 
in step with that of your 
bees. 

At the moment, I am 
keen to get a look into 
any of the hives to see 
if there is brood in evi¬ 
dence: if I look too 
soon, there is every 
chance that my impa¬ 
tience could lead to the 
chilling of any brood 
present and this could 
set back any good start 
already afoot. 

Patience is required, 
but if the temperatures 
stay up in the teens, I 
might just risk a quick 
look in one hive. 

Considering the num¬ 
ber of years that I have 
been keeping bees now, 
there is still that eager¬ 
ness to peek in and see 
how well or not they 
have got on throughout 
the winter months. 

Is spring here yet? A 
lot of plants think so, 
and I’m sure the bees 
do as well.

BRYNHILL HOUSING 
PLAN: OPPOSITION 
GROUP PREPARES 
FOR A LONG BATTLE

LOCAL residents 
presented a united 
front this week at a 
public meeting 
called to oppose 
plans to build 
homes on part of 
Brynhill Golf Club. 

The meeting, held on 
Monday (January 16) 
at Highlight Park 
Community Centre 
discussed the proposals 
which have been put 
forward by the golf 
club and housebuilders 
Redrow. 

Leading the opposi¬ 
tion is the residents’ 
group HOPE 

(Highlight 

Organisation to 

Protect our 

Environment), and it is 
fair to say that politi¬ 
cians from all parties 
are lining up alongside 
them. 

HOPE chairman Jill 
John told The GEM: 
“We are delighted that 
the meeting was so well 
attended, although we 
were disappointed that 
neither Redrow nor 


Brynhill Golf Club sent 
official representatives. 

“Alun Cairns MP 
spoke and emphasised 
that, in his opinion, it 
was important that as 
many residents as pos¬ 
sible should write to 
the council’s planning 
department to oppose 
the plan. 

“As a group, we are 
producing a template 
letter, but only as a 
guideline, as we are 
aware of his advice 
that individual letters 
carry more weight 
than ones that all read 
the same.” 

She added: “What 
really annoys us is the 
expectation that 

Redrow will be hiring a 
team of expensive bar¬ 
risters to railroad this 
plan onto the Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP). 

“We were advised to 
hire our own barrister, 
which means we would 
have to start fundrais¬ 
ing to hire someone, 
and it makes us very 


angry that Redrow can 
use its financial muscle 
this way.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said: “The strength of 
feeling at the public 
meeting was clear. 

“Widespread con¬

tions of its planning 
department” 

Conservative coun¬ 
cillors Katherine 
Kemp and Marguerita 
Wright, who represent 
the Illtyd ward, said: 
“It was disappointing 
that neither Brynhill 
Golf Club nor Redrow 
Homes, although invit¬ 
ed to attend, chose not 


to send representatives 
to the meeting. 

“Had they done so, 
they would have appre¬ 
ciated that the strength 
of feeling of those pres¬ 
ent demonstrated the 
opposition of residents 
to the proposals. 

“We continue to 
fully support the 
efforts of HOPE in the 
Vale.”

The Vale of Glamorgan Council, following the recommendation of the 
Chief Constable of Police, and in exercise of its powers as Highway 
Authority under Sections 14(1) and 22C of the Road traffic regulation Act 
1984 and of all other enabling powers, for the purposes of avoiding, 
reducing, or reducing the likelihood of, danger connected with terrorism, 
intends in not less than seven days from the date of this Notice to make 
an order the general effect of which will be to introduce prohibitions, 
restrictions and limitations in those locations and during those times 
specified below: 

Pursuant to the powers afforded by section 22C of the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984, the use of the public highway, by all classes of 
user, with the exception of use by a) vehicles of the Emergency Services 
or b) other classes of user to be agreed with the Chief Constable South 
Wales Police in the interests of Airport Security and Public safety will be 
limited as shown by temporary markings, physical barriers and signs in 
SO far as such use may be restricted by the above Act. 

The powers described above may be exercised so such an extent that 
any provision of any existing Permanent Order, or the provisions of this 
Temporary Order, may, be commenced, suspended, varied or revived 
during its duration. 

Except as provided by this Order: 

No person shall proceed on foot or cause or permit any vehicle or cycle 
to proceed, stop or wait at any time, in the location specified within the 
Schedule below. 

SCHEDULE 

Location: All roads between the roundabout where the airport access 
road meets the A4226/B4265 and the junctions where the two airport 
access roads meet Port Road. 

Reasons: These prohibitions, restrictions and limitations are made for 
the purpose of avoiding danger to persons or other traffic using the 
roads; avoiding, reducing, or reducing the likelihood of, danger connect¬ 
ed with terrorism or for a purpose relating to danger or damage connect¬ 
ed with terrorism (as defined in Section 1 of the Terrorism Act 2000). 
Duration: From 18.01 hours on 30th January 2012 for a maximum peri¬ 
od of 18 Months. 

Alt Route: The diversions for south east bound traffic will be from the 
roundabout adjacent to the Aircraft Maintenance Facility, then in a south 
easterly direction along the A4226 to the roundabout at the junction with 
Port Road then in a south westerly direction along 
Port Road, to the Airport and vice-versa.

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Brynhill: LDP is the key 
to planning decisions 


M ore than 200 people 
attended a public meet¬ 
ing in Barry on Monday 
evening to oppose a plan that 
could allow the development of 
180 houses on Brynhill Golf 
Club. 

The background to this issue is 
relevant to the whole of the Vale 
because it relates to the Local 
Development Plan (LDP) and may 
well be the first of many such meet¬ 
ings across the county. 

In summary, the Welsh 
Government require every local 
authority to draft an LDP, which is 
essentially a document that outlines 
where and where not building is 
likely to be permitted or rejected 
until 2026. 

Between now and then, I suspect 
that I will be asked to support or 
oppose individual planning applica¬ 
tions, which I am happy to consider 
- but in reality, the guide to whether 
any application will be allowed is 
contained within this document. 

Therefore, this plan is fundamen¬ 
tal to individual planning applica¬ 
tions over the next 15 years and to 
the way we want our community to 
look. 

Locals will have little influence to 
object to a development in two or 
five years time if it is included in 
this document. 

Likewise, an application to build 
in an area listed as being protected 
in the plan will again carry little

traction. The local planning commit¬ 
tee has the final say on applications, 
but their decisions will be based on 
the LDP. 

The meeting at Highlight Park, off 
Port Road, was organised by HOPE, 
a campaign group that I have been 
working with, who want to protect 
their environment. 

To their credit, they have been 
working since last March, waiting 
for the publication of the LDP, 
because they appreciated its impor¬ 
tance. 


As a result, they attracted a 
packed hall to inform locals of the 
steps they should take to support th^ 
council position (as listed in the 
LDP) - to maintain Brynhill as an 
area for recreation, not for develop¬ 
ment. 

What is the process from here for 
all communities across the Vale and 
what action should you take? 

The LDP goes into formal consul¬ 
tation on January 25 for six weeks. 
The document can be viewed on my 
website and on the Vale Council’s 
site and, of course, at the council 
offices. Why not check to see how 
your community is affected and sene 
in a letter of support or opposition? 
Be sure that the developers will be 
keen to send their views in! 

The Vale Council will then make 
amendments to their LDP, probably 
by the autumn, and then hand over 
to the Welsh Government. At that 
stage the Welsh Government will 
consider the matter and it is likely tc 
hold public inquiries in relation to 
areas of dispute. 

The views you express now will 
allow the Welsh Government to 
establish if there is common support 
or apparent differences with the 
LDP. 

At that stage, the Welsh 
Government will make the final 
decision. Therefore, the LDP is cru¬ 
cially important to your community. 

Don’t miss this once in a 15-year 
opportunity to help shape our envi¬ 
ronment.

War Horse shows fine 
pedigree...but is ever so 
slightly too saccharine! 


FOR all his behind 
the scenes work, 
producing the likes 
of TV series Terra 
Nova and Falling 
Skies, the Steven 
Spielberg we know 
and love is the man 
behind the camera. 

Having only just 
come off the release of 
his take on Tintin last 
October, the ‘Berg is on 
slightly more award- 
friendly ground with his 
adaptation of War 
Horse. 

The film tells the 
story of Joey, a horse 
belonging to Albert 
(Jeremy Irvine) who is 
sold to the cavalry and 
shipped to France during 
World War I. As Joey 
fights his way through 
the war, Albert never 
gives up on his trusty 
steed and sets out to find 
him and get him back. 

Spielberg has always 
seemed to have some¬ 
thing of an infatuation 
with war, either directly 
(1941, Saving Private 
Ryan) or indirectly 
(Schindler's List, the 
Indiana Jones films). So 
given a story that is 
arguably purely 

Spielberg of a young 
man desperate to be 
reconnected to his 
beloved horse, set 
against a backdrop of 
World War I, the director 
is on surer footing than 
he was with his last 
directorial outing. 

So it’s hardly surpris¬ 
ing that one of the mas¬ 
ters of cinema has con¬ 
jured up such an endear¬ 
ing and tender story 
packed full of the ele¬ 
ments that you would 
expect from his work; 
but similarly War Horse, 
at times, threatens to 


drown itself in its own 
syrupy emotion, result¬ 
ing in a film that is 
grandiose and epic, yet 
occasionally veers a 
touch too close to be too 
saccharine for its own 
good. 

From the opening 
shots of the sprawling 
English countryside, you 
know that this isn’t a 
film that will scrimp on 
visuals, and that is the 
case Whether it is the 
romance of picturesque 
England, or the horrors 
of the trenches and the 
battlefields of war, 
Spielberg creates a gor¬ 
geous visual feast to 
enjoy that is packed full 
of scenes which bear the 
influence of the likes of 
David Lean. 

There is little faulting 
the direction, nobody is 
better at shifting the 
emotional gears than 
Spielberg, with the 
romance of the story 
punctured by the brutali¬ 
ty of war. 

While the success of 
the stage play has no 
doubt led to the film 
being made, the source 
novel from Michael 
Morpurgo is where the 
story comes from. 

Scriptwriters Lee Hall 
and Richard Curtis do a 
sterling job of taking the 
episodic nature of the 
tale and adding pace to 
it. But as good a job as 
they do with this, the 
script does stumble a lit¬ 
tle. 

The dialogue at times 
feels a little too forced 
and stagey, while several 
moments see good inten¬ 
tions undone by emo¬ 
tional overkill (some¬ 
thing Spielberg, too, is 
guilty of on more than 
one occasion). 

That being said, there

are small moments of 
beauty that are wonder¬ 
fully realised by the 
screenwriters. The meet¬ 
ing of two opposing sol¬ 
diers on no man’s land 
with the sole aim of 
helping Joey and the tale 
of a grandfather and his 
grand-daughter, are just 
two examples of how, 
with a little less sugar 
and a bit more grit, the 
film could have 
eschewed its overly 
emotional tone. 

The fragmented nar¬ 
rative also doesn’t really 
lend itself to any jaw- 
dropping performances, 
though the central pair¬ 
ing of Jeremy Irvine as 
Albert and (yes, I really 
am saying this) the horse 
who portray Joey, are 
exceptional. Irvine, a 
relative newcomer, 
anchors the film with a 
wide-eyed enthusiasm 


and lively performance. 

His journey is as 
important as the one 
Joey undergoes, while 
the horses exhibit 
absolutely superb behav¬ 
iour. 

While the remainder 
of the cast are all rela¬ 
tively big names, and as 
you would expect offer 
strong turns, the stand¬ 
outs are Niels Arestrup 
as the aforementioned 
grandfather, Tom 

Hiddleston as an army 
captain, and Toby 
Kebbell, who as one of 
the soldiers in the no 
man’s land scene, brings 
a degree of brevity to 
affairs. 

Those of a cynical 
disposition won’t find 
much to savour here, the 
film requiring you to 
buy into the bonding 
power of a horse. 

However,if you do 
then you will find plenty 
to enjo - even if your 
teeth will need a clean 
afterwards, based on the 
amount of syrup you 
will be consuming 
through its 146-minute 
running time. 

While this War Horse 
is a fine pedigree, it’s 
also tremendously sug¬ 
ary! 

VERDICT - A solid 
adaptation livened by 
epic direction from 
Steven Spielberg and 
some strong turns. War 
Horse is very good but 
not great. While it plays 
on the emotion, it does¬ 
n't quite deliver the pay¬ 
back you would hope 
for, though you would 
need a heart as empty as 
a quarry to not feel 
something come the end 
credits! Enjoyable.

A fter a successful 

launch in Swansea two 
years ago, the team 
behind the Thai Elephant 
restaurant is bringing the 
formula to Cowbridge - adding 
another facet to the town’s 
varied dining experiences. 

The restaurant gave foodies a sneak 
preview at the Cowbridge Food 
Festival, offering samples to passers by, 
and made quite a hit on the day. 

Last week, the restaurant opened 
with no fuss, and the owner, Aum 
Rotjarin Scott, told The GEM: “People 
just came in off the street, and we were 
soon packed!” 

In fact, the staff are hard at work 
making an upstairs room available - 
and this will be fitted out in the same 
style as downstairs. 

And that style is bound to cause a 
few intakes of breath, because the 
restaurant has been fitted out so that 
hand-crafted Thai statues and wood 
carvings are everywhere. 

As you walk in the door, you are 
faced with a wall carving that, says 
Aum, took one Thai craftsman a year 
to make. 

The restaurant tables are glass- 
topped, so that diners can look down at 
the elaborate wood carvings that are 
feature of each one. 

There are golden buddhas and even 
the chairs in the waiting area are hand¬ 
crafted, lacquered and modelled on 
ceremonial elephant seats. 


It was two years ago that Aum 
loaded a 40-foot container in her home 
village near Chang Mai in northern 
Thailand and brought over the fixtures 
and fittings that made the Swansea 
restaurant a hit. 

That formula has now been repeated, 
and the contents of a similar container 
now adorn the Thai Elephant in 
Cowbridge. 

Of course, the decor is only part of 
great dining experience, and Aum’s 
business partner, Chris Lloyd, said: 
“The quality of food will always be the 
key factor, and our success in Swansea 
makes us confident that people in 
Cowbridge will like what we have to 
offer. 

“Thai cooking covers a wide range of 
styles, from quite spicy and piquant 
curries, to Thai specialities that offer a 
real aromatic experience.

ALUN Cairns MP 
met the MIND in 
the Vale Veterans 
Support Group at 
its regular month¬ 
ly meeting in 
Barry. 

MIND, together with 
the Royal British 
Legion have created the 
Veterans Support Group 
to help veterans suffer¬ 
ing from post traumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD), 
and other psychological 
illnesses due to their 
military service. 

MIND and the Royal 
British Legion work in 
partnership with com¬ 
munity mental health 
teams and other volun¬ 
tary organisations. They 
offer help, advice and 
signposting to relevant 
agencies across a range 
of issues from benefits 
to housing problems and 
social interaction. 

The Vale MP was 
keen to find out more 
about the services that 
they were now provid¬ 
ing for ex-service per¬ 
sonnel, particularly with 
PTSD being a growing 
area of concern across 
the UK. 

Mr Cairns said: 
“When I heard that 
MIND and the RBL had 
created a Veterans 
Support Group I wanted 
to find out more and 
was delighted to be 
invited to join the group 
at one of their regular 
meetings. 

“Many with mental 
health problems aren’t 
always understood and 
this can lead to much 
greater problems with 
benefit assessment and 
the money, time and 
stress involved with 
appeal cases at a later 
stage. 

“To be able to have a 
service available for 
Lorces personnel in the 
Vale is really valuable 
and a great achievement 
for MIND to extend 
their provision for serv¬ 
ice men and women.” 

PTSD is a serious ill¬ 
ness that can affect 
many people, though 
the service personnel 
themselves are often the 


last to recognise the 
symptoms. It is often up 
to the armed forces 
community - immediate 
family members and 
dependents of those 
who have served - to 
recognise the issue and 
seek help. 

Mr Cairns added: 
“Not all war wounds are 
visible. MIND provide 
an excellent service and 
this has now been 
extended to include 
service personnel. 

PTSD is a particularly 
traumatic illness and 
I’m pleased that the 
group can provide sup¬ 
port for those suffering 
from this mental illness. 


“The MIND Veterans 
Support Group with the 
Royal British Legion is 
an excellent example of 
ex-service personnel 
working together with 
other organisations 
within an area to pro¬ 
vide mutual support and 
help for those in their 
community.”

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PLAID POLITICIAN WARNS: 

‘Welsh voices will 
struggle to be heard 
in Westminster’ 


THE Plaid Cymru 
spokesman for the Vale has 
pointed out that proposals to 
reduce the number of MPs 
in Wales will mean “Welsh 
voices will struggle to be 
heard” in Westminster. 

Dr Ian Johnson, who fought as 
a candidate in the general election 
in 2010, also insisted that local 
pockets of rural deprivation, and 
areas of poverty in Barry, were 
likely to continue - because they 
were classed as part of the afflu¬ 
ent Vale of Glamorgan con¬ 
stituency. 

He explained: “While the num¬ 
ber of MPs in Parliament is being 
cut by 8 per cent from 650 to 600, 
Welsh MPs are being cut by 25 
per cent from 40 to 30. 

“This is a far bigger cut than 
any other country in the UK and 
means that Welsh voices will 
struggle to be heard”. 

Dr .Johnson said he welcomed 


the notion of Sully returning to 
the Vale constituency which 
maintained a mix of both urban 
and rural areas. 

However, he warned there 
would continue to be problems in 
addressing deprivation while sta¬ 
tistics were analysed at con¬ 
stituency level. 

“Although I would like Barry 
to be a separate constituency on 
its own, the rules introduced by 
the Westminster government 
meant that the town’s population 
is not enough to justify that. 

“The problem with the Vale 
constituency as it stands is that 
some of the wealth of the rural 
Vale - where that exists - masks 
the effects of poverty in some 
parts of Barry, and, indeed, pover¬ 
ty in other parts of the Vale. 

“This means that constituency 
wide statistics do not show the 
true picture of the area’s econom¬ 
ic status in the same way that 


more localised data will do.” 

He explained: “One of the 
problems of a constituency which 
is as mixed as the Vale is that con¬ 
stituency level data doesn’t 
always illuminate current trends. 

“For example, unemployment 
statistics, such as those recently 
published don’t show up hot¬ 
spots. Under the previous Welsh 
Government, when Plaid Cymru 
were in power, Barry was nomi¬ 
nated as a regeneration area pre¬ 
cisely because the town differs 
from the rural hinterland in the 
Vale. 

“In fact, some might argue that 
if it wasn’t for the rural Vale then 
Barry would have been included 
in the area of Wales which 
receives European funding.”

US soldiers were stationed in the Vale

F urther to 

recent corre¬ 
spondence in 
The GEM regard¬ 
ing the fate of two 
black American 
GIs, readers may be 
interested in further 
details of the case. 

In June 1944, The 
Western Mail carried 
the following story. 

(GEM NOTE: At the 
time, the term ‘coloured’ 
was the accepted way to 
describe anyone who was 
black. It continued to be 
the accepted word until 
the 1970s, when the 
Black Power movement 
‘reclaimed’ the word 
‘black’. Names have 
been removed from the 
report). 

Two coloured 
Soldiers To Hang 
Two coloured 
American soldiers, 

_ and 

_, were 

sentenced to death by 
hanging at an American 
military court in south 
Wales at nearly midnight 
on Wednesday for raping 
a 30-year-old woman 
from Barry living apart 
from her husband. 

_ col¬ 
lapsed when the sentence 
of the court was 
announced, but his com¬ 
panion was unmoved. 

The offence took place 
on June 2 in afield adja¬ 


cent to Sully Hospital, 
where the woman had 
been a patient for eight¬ 
een months. She had 
been discharged some 
weeks before and on 
June 2 returned to the 
hospital for treatment. 
About 5 o ’clock in the 
evening, she was taking a 
path across fields to the 
Sully bus stop when she 
was intercepted by the 
two men in a path over¬ 
hung by bushes. She was 
threatened with violence 
before the offences were 
committed. 

The men later had 
their sentences commut¬ 
ed to life imprisonment 
by General Dwight D 
Eisenhower. 

However, another 
story which ran in the 
same month shows per¬ 
haps how the word of a 
white GI was held in 
more esteem. 

A white American sol¬ 
dier, Technician 4th 

Grade _ aged 

23, was found not guilty 
at a court-martial held in 
South Wales on Monday 
on a charge of rape, the 
penalty for which under 
American military law is 
death or imprisonment 
for life. He was acquit¬ 
ted. 

The complaint was 
laid against him by 

_. of 


Cardiganshire, a ward 
maid at Sully Hospital, 


Barry. 

There was a court of 
nine American officers, 
with a colonel as presi¬ 
dent. 

The woman described 
what happened on the 
beach at Sully. 

At the close of the 
cross examination, the 
president said to the 
complainant: “We must 
have very definite evi¬ 
dence. This court has the 
power to pass the death 
sentence. If we seem to 
be hard with you, it is 
only so that we can be 
fair to both sides. ” 

In reply to questions, 
the complainant said she 
bit the accused’s hand 
and tried to scratch him. 
She had not seen him 
before that night. 

Several witnesses were 
called, and the evidence 
of the accused was that 
the woman did not resist 
in any way. She agreed to 
meet him again the fol¬ 
lowing night if she was 
not working. 

After the court had 
consulted in private, the 
president announced that 
the accused was acquit¬ 
ted. 

It is, however, impor¬ 
tant to balance regret¬ 
table incidents such as 
these against the out¬ 
standing wartime service 


and sometimes extreme 
provocation that African- 
American soldiers were 
forced to endure, both 
from white American 
soldiers and the local 
populace during their 
stay in the United 
Kingdom. 

Part of a letter from, 
as he termed himself, ‘a 
coloured soldier’, sta¬ 
tioned in Belfast during 
1943, made this heart¬ 
felt plea: 

Regardless to where a 
man is born or regard¬ 
less to his colour, every 
man has his right to 
enjoy life here on this 
earth. Just because I am 
a dark man doesn’t mean 
I am not intelligent. 

The anatomy of the 
white man is the same as 
the dark man. God creat¬ 
ed all men as brothers, 
and my belief is that 
since we are all here in 
Ireland, we should live as 
brothers and sisters and 
not as enemies. We hate 
to walk the streets of 
Belfast merely because 
we are insulted. 

Tensions sometimes 
ran high between Barry 
residents and the 
American troops. In 
January 1944, the local 
press carried a story 
about a fight between 
white GIs and two local 


men in the Witchell 
Hotel in Cadoxton which 
resulted in the two 
Americans being hit with 
broken bottles and beer 
glasses. Both men 
required stitches in their 
faces and heads. 

Yet for the most part, 
the Americans, whatever 
colour their skin was, 
were welcomed into the 
local community. At a 
recent event at 
Pontypridd Memorial, 
where fellow historians 
and I staged an exhibi¬ 
tion of wartime artefacts 
and memorabilia in sup¬ 
port of the dedication of 
the new Pontypridd War 
Memorial, a visitor told 
me the following story. 

During the Second 
World War black 
American troops were 
stationed in the 
Pontypridd district. His 
mother and father 
became friendly with sev¬ 
eral of them and invited 
them to their home for 
Sunday lunch. This 
became a regular occur¬ 
rence. 

One evening the father 
and one of the visitors 
decided to go to the local 
pub for a drink. On the 
way they were 
approached by a group 
of white GIs. The black 
GI stepped off the pave¬ 
ment into the road to 
allow the white soldiers 
to pass. 

The father asked why 
he had done that and was 
told in no uncertain 
terms that that was what 
was expected in America. 
He replied with this. “All 
week long I work down 
the pit and at the end of 
a shift my face is the 
same colour as yours. 
While you are with me 
you’ll never do that 
again. ” 

Years after the War 
had ended, there was a 
knock on the door and 
the gentleman who told 
me this story answered it. 
The same American 
stood there with his wife 
and two children. He had 
come back to Wales to 
show his family the 
Welsh people who had 
been so kind to him dur¬ 
ing the War. 

The African-American 
soldiers were stationed in 
two areas in the Vale - 
Penarth and Barry. As of 
December 31, 1943, 
there were just two units 
based in Barry, the 413 
Engineer Dump Truck 
Company and the 95 
Engineers. 

But in the build up to 
D-Day, these number 


swelled enormously and 
by June 30, 1944, there 
were no fewer than 11 
units stationed in Barry 
(housed in tents on the 
seaward side of Hayes 
Road) and three in 
Penarth (housed in tents 
on the site of Evenlode 
Primary School - very 
marshy land). 

It appears from anec¬ 
dotal evidence that the 
local inhabitants were 
unsympathetic to the 
racist conduct of many 
white GIs and this was 
evident in the way the 
soldiers were received in 
the area. 

The black soldiers 
would often travel to 
Cardiff to the Colonial 
Club and other clubs in 
Bute Street, where the 
multi-cultural nature of 
Cardiff Docks would 
have led to fewer issues 
for them. 

By December 1944, 
they were gone, shipped 
to France to help supply 
the vast American forces 
moving into Germany. 

One famous African- 
American who may have 
come to Barry during the 
War was the great boxer 
Joe Louis. In June 1944, 
Louis fought an exhibi¬ 
tion bout in Newport. 

The event took place 
at the Newport Athletic 
Club ground (Rodney 
Parade). The ‘Brown 
Bomber’ sparred with a 
Golden Gloves winner 
called Keen Simmons. 

At the time, Louis was 
serving in the US Army 
and his role was to take 
part in morale-boosting 
exhibition fights and 
meet the troops. 

Although he was a sport¬ 
ing superstar at the time, 
purses for his shows 
(including the Newport 
one) were handed 
straight over to the US 
government. (After the 
War had ended he found 
he was liable for the tax¬ 
ation on these purses!) 

Apparently Louis 


stayed at the G-40 
American camp in Barry 
for one or two nights. 

The black American 
troops made an enor¬ 
mous contribution to the 
war effort, not just sup¬ 
plying troops but in com¬ 
bat as well. They were a 
resource much underused 
by the American military. 

Their record is a proud 
one and these men 
deserve to be remem¬ 
bered in the Vale for far 
more than just one unfor¬ 
tunate incident. 

The ‘Wartime 
Weekend’ being held to 
commemorate the 70th 
anniversary of the 
American troops coming 
to the Vale of Glamorgan 
will take place over the 
weekend of June 16/17 
on Barry Waterfront.

THIS application was originally 
submitted as ‘remodelling’ of an 
existing dwelling. However, due to 
the extent of demolition required, 
it was then re-constructed as a 
new dwelling. 

The modernistic design of sub¬ 
stantially glazed walls and mono- 
pitched roofs is in complete con¬ 
trast to the traditional surround¬ 
ing dwellings, yet due to the 
retention of much landscaping it 
fits neatly into the area. The inte¬ 
rior features a large open plan 
hallway and gallery landing, with 
glazed balustrading. Four bed¬ 
rooms and ensuite bathrooms 
occupy the first floor, with access 
onto a front-facing balcony. 

The architect chose a ‘full 
plans option’ with supporting 
structural and SAP calculations - 


while the builder/owner main¬ 
tained regular contact with 
Building Control to satisfy all ele¬ 
ments of construction. 


THIS is the second of three 
barns to be converted adjacent 
to Red Farm, Llangan. The build¬ 
ing comprises a two-storey gran¬ 
ary and two single-storey wings. 

Due to considerable deteriora¬ 
tion of the roof structure, new 
oak trusses were made to dupli¬ 
cate the profile of the existing 
trusses, and the entire roof was 
recovered in natural slate. 

The features of the stone work 
to the external walls were 
enhanced by neat re-pointing 
and some new openings were 
made by replicating the existing 
quoin work and arch detailing. 

The thermal linings to floors, 
walls and roof ensure an energy- 
efficient building with consider¬ 
able character. The builder

THE application for this new dwelling was origi¬ 
nally submitted as an extension, with signifi¬ 
cant alterations to an existing detached prop¬ 
erty. The extent of the work was such that 
very little of the original property remained and 
was, therefore, demolished - to allow a com¬ 
pletely new build. 

The new dwelling features colonial style 
columns, window surrounds and face brick 
detailing, to create a three-storey property. A 
large open hallway with a feature staircase, 
leads to four ensuite bedrooms and family 
bathrooms on the first floor level; and attic 
trusses allow the creation of two additional 
bedrooms within the roof space. 

During the course of construction, an 
attached swimming pool room, and detached 
garage were added, to complete a dwelling of 
considerable substance.

THIS unit has been 
constructed on the 
site of the former 
Cadoxton House, 
which was demolished 
due to its structural 
condition. 

The new unit is also 
called Cadoxton 
House and is to be

Council and the South 
Wales Police. 

The proposed devel¬ 
opment has essential¬ 
ly replicated the for¬ 
mer building in design.

THE building consists of two 
storeys, with a ground floor 
restaurant and first floor offices. 
It is a piled steelwork structure 
with Bison concrete units which 
are suspended over the water, 
giving unobstructed views of the 
marina. 

The initial stages were under¬ 
taken with the aid of a long 
reach digger and divers to clear 
the rock base under water. Steel 
piles were installed to protect 
the piling work, and a floating 
pontoon was also used to 
enable some of the piling work. 
The building has been construct¬ 
ed to the highest standard, 
including sound deadening to 
the internal wall panels and fin¬ 
ished to give a complementary 
aspect to its surroundings. 

The completed work has 
resulted in a cedar clad water¬ 


front building which stands on 
stilts above the adjoining mari¬ 
na, with a balcony facing the 
water and a timber brie soliel 
(solar shading) to the front ele¬ 
vation. It has been linked to the 
marina level with walkways, to 
entice local boat owners to use 
the restaurant. 

The project complies with all 
aspects of the regulations and 
achieves a BREAM excellent 
standard. It has resulted in an 
exceptional building which com¬ 
plements the high standard of 
internal finishes. 

The developer/owners have 
ensured that Building Control 
have been involved at every 
stage of the work, with excep¬ 
tional communication between 
the site team and the building 
control officers.

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Kia Rio offers value for 
money and good design

VALUE for money 
and good design 
don’t often go 
together. 

But the third gener¬ 
ation Kia Rio hatch¬ 
back, launched in 
March, shows that it 
can. 

With a side profile 
not that dissimilar to 
the well-styled and 
curvaceous Seat Ibiza 
or Leon, the range 
starts from around 
£10,500 and rises to 
just under £15,000. 

From inside, the Rio 
1.4 diesel tested is a lit¬ 
tle noisy on start-up, 
putting it in similar 
territory to my 2002 
plate 1.4-litre diesel 
Ford Fiesta. It also 
judders when station¬ 
ary and could do with 
a little more sound 
proofing inside. 

Due to seasonal 
empty roads, there’s 
adequate opportunity 
to travel at just 56mph 
during my 50-mile 
commute and still 
arrive at my destina¬ 
tion with plenty of 
time to spare. 

Usually I have to 
drive like a bat out of 
hell, which doesn’t 
help the environment 
or my pocket. The rea¬ 


son you buy a 1.4 
diesel is for efficiency 
and the little Rio does¬ 
n’t let you down here, 
easily delivering 
50mpg. The manufac¬ 
turer claims it will 
return a combined 
reading of as much as 
69mpg, but I feel this a 
little optimistic. 

The air conditioning 
automatically comes 
on each time the igni¬ 
tion is turned, which 
might be fine in the 
summer but wholly 
unnecessary in the 
winter. There doesn’t 
seem to be any way of 
switching this off. 

However, overall the 
well-designed interior 
is pleasing to the eye 
and easy to navigate 
your way round. The 


seats are supportive, 
good quality fabrics 
have been used, there’s 
a decent driving posi¬ 
tion and the six-speed 
gearbox is pretty deci¬ 
sive. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, state: “Km’s 
latest Rio is no longer 
the wallflower of old, 
with a new look and 
the potential to unsettle 
European rivals. It 
isn’t as aggressively 
styled as its sibling, the 
Picanto, but its striking 
‘bow-tie’grille and 
large headlamps give 
the front end a bold 
stance. 

“The swooping 
roofline gives it a 
coupe look, making this 
Rio much more eye¬ 
catching. It’s longer. 


lower in height and 
wider than its predeces¬ 
sor, so the new Rio has 
grown up in more ways 
than one. Kia has 
pitched the Rio into the 
midst of a very compet¬ 
itive class. Its rivals 
include the Renault 
Clio, Peugeot 207, 
Toyota Yaris, 
Volkswagen Polo and 
class-leading Ford 
Fiesta - but they all 
have a fight on their 
hands with the new 
Rio.”
